W ashington, October 15ih.—Tbe Pension 
Office employes whose pensions have re­ 
cently been rerated are rnncb interested in 
the statem ent that probably some steps 
should betaken by the Government to re­ 
ceive the m oney which has been paid to 
them . 
It was found that there had been 
a num ber of rulings by different Secre­ 
taries of the Interior relative to overpay­ 
m ent of pensions. 
In one case, when a 
widow was erroneously paid a pension from 
tbe date of her hnsaand’s discharge in ­ 
stead of from the date of his death, and 
thereby received nearly four years’ pension 
to which she was not entitled, it was held, 
in 1869, by the Secretary of tbe Interior that 
in future the pension should be withheld 
until the Government had been reimbursed 
for the am ount thus overpaid. 
In a case 
which came up in the year 1880 the Secre­ 
tary held that where over payment was 
made through an error of judgm ent in tbe 
Pension Office, for whicn the pensioner 
was not responsible, the over-payment was 
not to be refunded. 
There is another case 
where no fraud was alleged on tbe par: of the 
pensioner, but it was showu that tbe money 
paid to him by m istake was received by 
him in ignorance of the tiue facts, and that 
therefcre he was not held responsible. 
W hile these cases give some comfort to 
those who have received large pension pay­ 
m ents and are desirous of bolding on to 
them , there are other casts where the prin­ 
ciple is asserted that where an error has 
been made by the Pension Office in tbe 
paym ent of pensions, that future pension 
paym ents can be seized by tbe Government 
to indem nify it against loss. There are 
over forty Pension Office employes draw ­ 
ing large salaries who 
were re rated by 
T anner and Black.

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500 to 600 pounds of gelatine hud dyna­ 
mite, and they can be thrown the full dis­ 
tance of one geographical male. A lesser 
projectile carrying but 200 pounds of ex­ 
plosive material can be thrown from these 
guns 4,000 yards. The projecting or mo­ 
tive force used is compressed air, the press­ 
ure being equal to half a ton, and the 
initial velocity acquired is 800 feet a 
second. The shells are provided with 
electric fuses that explode the projectile 
on its entering the water, or at greater 
depth if so adjusted. These new arms 
with which the Vesuvius is fitted are, 
therefore, really torpedo guns, and the 
shells are nothing less than the most de­ 
structive of torpedoes, carrying the most 
deadly and powerful explosive known to 
science. It is calculated that there is no 
vessel afloat that can withstand the shock 
of one of these projectiles exploded beneath 
the bow or the stem, and it is probable 
that they would break up the heaviest 
armored ship, even if the shell fell into the 
water amidships. The Vesuvius in fight­ 
ing trim sits very low in the water, show­ 
ing less above the surface than any other 
boats except the monitors. She has no 
rigging and very little upper works expo­ 
sure, while her decks are the strongest 
known, possessing greater resisting power 
than any ever laid down. From this very 
brief description it may be possible to gain 
something like a clear idea of the amazing 
power of the new boat, aud what a great 
addition she is to the American navv.

IT WAS BRUTAL MURDER. 
The wife of Antonio Mendoza, of San 
Francisco, proved unfaithful to her mar- 
^riage vows and abandoned a life ot 
virtue. She finally left her husband with 
the expressed determination not to live 
•with him again. He had several times 
forgiven her and taken her back. On 
Sunday last he traced her out and visited 
her, and the couple dined together. That 
night they occupied the same room, and 
the next morning breakfasted together. 
He then asked her once more to return to 
his home, and she refusing he shot her to 
death. When apprehended he was wait­ 
ing for the appearance of a man of whom 
he was jealous, and as the officers entered 
the room the murderer attempted to take 
his own life. It will be contended that he 
was unsettled of reason, and that he should 
therefore go free of conviction. It is prob­ 
able that the plea will prevail, and that a 
faint-hearted jury will acquit him on the 
ground of mental unsettlement at the time 
of the killing. It is admitted that he is 
perfectly sane now; that he coolly pre­ 
meditated his act, and that he had set all 
his affairs in order for the purpose. 
The killing was brutal murder, and the 
offender ought to suffer the penalty of the 
law prescribed for that crime. No sickly 
sentimentality, no maudlin doctrine of 
“served her right” ought to interfere to 
save him. Society cannot afford in this 
day of enlightenment to commit to men 
the right to judge and execute their wives. 
Mendoza’s wife practiced no deceit upon

ferred the society of others, and she 
openly and fearlessly left him. W hat may 
have oeen his conduct towards her may 
never be known, for her voice has been 
stilled by a violent death. But it is pub­ 
lished that she had complained of brutal 
treatment by him, and that she charged 
that he had first been unfaithful to 
the marriage vows. 
But, taking the 
story of Mendoza at its best, his act was 
deliberate murder. He assumed the office 
of Judge and jury, and supplemented it 
with that of executioner. He took a hu­ 
man life, and with all the premeditation 
that constitutes the essential feature of 
unlawful homicide. He will probably go 
clear, but it will be a bad precedent, since 
it will set up as the new rule of privilege 
that men may kill wives they judge to be 
unfaithful, and be justified by their fellows 
Carry the doctrine of such justification to 
its legitimate end we establish the old and 
barbarous rule of absolute power by the 
husband over the person and the life of his 
wife. 
Mendoza went coolly to his work of 
murder ; he declares with equal equanim­ 
ity that he intended precisely what he 
accomplished; he should, therefore, be 
given the full penalty of the law, which 
he must have contemplated when he in­ 
tended to do murder. But we doubt very 
much his statements of mental disquietude 
over the waywardness of the woman—it 
was more likely chagrin and jealous rage 
that disturbed him, since lie condoned her 
offenses, and the very night preceding the 
murder accepted her embraces. By that 
act he put himself without the pale of 
sympathy outraged hubands usually re­ 
ceive. His lcve of virtue in his wife did 
not extend to the loathing that the de­ 
ceived husband who is honest in his respect 
for the purity of his wife feels when she 
casts him off. By his condonation he put 
himself upon her level, in a sense, and he 
should be abhorred of men for rising from 
the arms of the woman he professed to 
adore only to murder her. 
THE HEW TORPEDO BOAT. 
The “ Vesuvius,” the new dynamite gun­ 
boat, which has just demonstrated her 
capacity—for the sixth time—to be greater 
than that called for by the contract with 
her builders, is a novel vessel. She is of a 
type that the United States Government 
is very likely to duplicate, and perhaps 
there may be constructed four or five of 
her class. She was built with an eye 
single to the attainment of great speedi 
and the carrying of dynamite torpedo-guns, 
and appears to have achieved a far higher 
rate and greater gun-power than was bar­ 
gained for. She is armed with three fifteen- 
inch pneumatic dynamite guns, placed 
abreast at a fixed angle of 16°. The muz- 
xles project through the deck about thirty- 
seven feet from the how. She is built to 
carry thirty full-caliber projectiles. Her 
engines are of the four-cylinder triple­ 
expansion type. In January last, on her 
first trial, she exceeded twenty-one knots, 
aud on her final trial last week is reported 
- to have repeated the speed and exceeded 
it. It has developed also that her guns 
can be fired in about half the time con­ 
tracted for. She is thus altogether a suc­ 
cess. The pneumatic dynamite guns with 
which slie is armed were invented by a 
Mr. MefFord, and improved and adapted to 
naval uses by Captain Zalinski, of tin? 
army. These fifteen-inch guns of the Ye- 
suvius are each, fifty-five feet In length.

TRAFFIC MANAGER STUBBS. 
IIo ivill !>e V ice-President of the Chicago, 
M ilwaukee and St. Paul. 
[San Francisco Alta, October 15th.] 
There was a genuine sensation yesterday 
in railroad circles when it was learned that 
J. C. Stubbs, Traffic Manager of tbe South­ 
ern Pacific Company, had accepted a posi­ 
tion with the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railway. In the Alta of Saturday 
last it was stated that Mr. Stubbs had been 
offered a position with some Eastern road 
at a salary of $25.000 a year. Mr. Stubbs 
arrived here on Saturday night from the 
East, but could not be seen until yesterday. 
When asked what the rumor really meant 
Mr. Stnbbs said : “Yes, it is true that I am 
to leave tbe Southern Pacific. I will be 
the Second Vice-President of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway. I am to 
go East as soon as I can settle my affairs so 
as turn this office over to my successor.” 
“Yon will be the General Manager of the 
Milwaukee, will you not?” 
“The President of the Milwaukee is the 
General Manager,” was Mr. Stubbs’ very 
non-commital answer. 
Fnrther than this Mr. Stubbs would not 
spsak, either as to salary or as to his sue 
cessor. The talk on the street is that Mr 
Stnbbs will be the General Manager end 
that there is little doubt of it. The office 
of Secoud Vice-President is a new thing 
for the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
and as it was created for Mr. Stnbbs, it in­ 
dicates how highly his abilities are es­ 
teemed in the East, where, in the fierce 
war of competition, only the fittest survive. 
Mr. Siubbs has been twenty years with the 
Southern Pacific in tne traffic department. 
He was chief clerk in tbe freight office of 
the Central Pacific, then General Freight 
Agent, and then Traffic Manager of the 
entire Southern Pacific system. Hie pro­ 
motion, like all such advancement in the 
Southern Pacific Company, was won by 
actual merit. As it happens, all of the 
chiefs were ont of town yesterday, so that 
it was not possible to learn who will be 
Mr. Stubbs’ successor. W. G. Curiis, as­ 
sistant to General Manager Towne, said 
that Mr. Stubbs’ successor bed not yet been 
named. It has always been the policy of 
the road to promote some one from its own 
ranks rather than to go to a foreign road for 
material. 
The talk on the street is that while the 
Southern Pacific people may be very re- 
luc'ant to let Mr. Stnbbs go. they cannot 
possibly offer him inducements which wiil 
offset tbe prospects of a brilliant future 
with the Milwaukee road. It is also be­ 
lieved that Richard Grav, the present Gen­ 
eral Freight Agent of the Southern Pacific, 
will succeed Mr. Stnbbs as Traffic Agent.

THE PACIFIC ROADS. 
A Resum e of Engineering W ork Done 
During; the Present Season. 
[S. F. Bulletin, October 15th.] 
To carry ont the work of examining tbo 
arid land»’of the West, and surveying the 
water-sheds adjacent, tbe country has been 
divided into two sections. That portion of 
the country between tbe Mississippi river 
and tbe Rocky Mountains is known as tbe 
Grand Eastern Division. The work in this 
division is under the supervision of E. S. 
Nettletou oi Colorado. The section west 
of the Rocky Mountains is called the West­ 
ern Grand Division, and the work in this 
division is supetvised by Chief Engineer 
W. H. Hall, who has an office in the Flood 
building, where a large corps of assistants 
are employed in summarizing field reports. 
Each grand division is divided into five 
subdivisions, an assistant having charge of 
each. The immediate supervision of mat­ 
ters relating to geological survey work is 
under tbe direction of Professor J. W. 
Powell. The chief executive officer of the 
Irrigation Branch of the Geological Survey 
is Captain C. E. Dutton. 
SURVEYING PARTIES IN CALIFORNIA. 
In this State three parties have been ic 
the field daring the past season, and a large 
amount of preliminary work has been ac­ 
complished. The work of the irrigation 
branch this year must necessarily be of a 
general nature. The appropriation is not 
very large, considering the extent of the 
country to be examined, and was appor­ 
tioned out among the various sections. 
The party engaged in surveying Clear 
lake, in this State, under the direction of 
C. R. Rockwood, has completed its work, 
and the members of the party are now en­ 
gaged in making a final report. There has 
been some apprehension on tbe part of 
people living in the vicinity of the lake 
that the raising of the lake level, caused by 
tbe damming of the outlet, might result 
seriously to adjacent lands. Mr. Hall is 
positive that the present level of the lake 
will not be interfered with. 
Another party under tbe charge of Wm. 
H. Fitzhugh is now in the northern portion 
of the State. The work of this party is of 
a preliminary nature; it will examine 
reservoir sites and open the way for larger 
parties next year. Mr. Fitzhugh has been 
at work in Modoc, Shasta and Siskiyou 
counties, aud is now moving south through 
the eastern slope of the Coast Range. 
RESERVOIRS IN THE SIERRA. 
Luther Wagoner, at the head of another 
party, has been engaged for several months 
in examining the drainage basin9 of the 
StanislauB, Tuolumne and Merced rivers. 
About sixty reservoir sites have been lo­ 
cated and surveys made of about a dozen. 
Some of those surveyed are of immense 
size, and, by the construction of dams, will 
form lakes three or four miles in length 
and averaging a mile íd width, with a depth 
of fifty or sixty feet. Little Yosemite val­ 
ley has been surveyed, and should a reser­ 
voir be made there, it will afford a supply 
of water by which some of the Yosemite 
falls can be replenished during the dry sea­ 
son.The formation of tbe country embraced 
in the water-sheds of the Tuolumne and 
Stanislaus rivers is not favorable to the 
formation of large artificial lakes. Merced 
river offers better possibilities, but the 
rivers in the northern portion of tbe State 
offer better opportunities for reservoirs. 
Mr. Wagoner ha3 just returned to com­ 
mence the preparation of his report, but 
the surveying party will remain in the field 
two weeks longer, under the leadership of 
Assistant H. S. Davidson. 
W. T. Trowbridge, with a detachment, is 
engaged in gauging streams and m ak iD g 
hydrographic examination of the country 
on the east side of the San Joaquin valley.

M atters for the Consideration of the 
United State Senate Committee. 
[San Francisco Alta, October 15th.1 
The Senate committee which has under 
consideration tbe adjustment of the debt of 
the Union and Central Pacific railways to 
the Federal Government, does well in vis- , 
iting the region upon the resources of which 
that debt rests as a mortgage. Discussion ¡ 
of the matter has heretofore proceeded as I 
if the obligation were upon the individuals 
composing the two corporations which 
operate the indebted lines. It is said, i 
“They are rich, they gained in fortune by i 
building the roads, and the Government 
should deal with them accordingly." It 
may be said, also, that thousands of indi­ 
viduals owning properly or prosecuting en­ 
terprises upon the wide area which tbe 
-oads opened to improved transportation 
bad their fortunes favorably affected 
thereby. And it may be added that the in­ 
crease in American commerce during the 
twenty-one years since these roads were 
first operated has helped to enrich the Fed­ 
eral treasury to an amount larger than the 
present volume of the joint debt, by tbe 
import duties on merchandise, which, ex­ 
cept for the roads, would not have been 
diverted from its European channels. But 
neither of these obvious facts changes the 
situation at a!! Theroads have no sorcery 
by which to pay their fixed charges, their 
bond interest, their stock dividends and 
their debt to the Government. The money 
to do all this must be earned by their busi­ 
ness. It must come out of their charges 
for transporting to market the products of 
tbe country through which they run. The 
committee, by the time it reaches San 
Francisco, will have seen that country, 
from the Missouri river to the Pacific ocean. 
We venture to say that there is not on 
the continent a stretch of 1,800 miles that 
upon its face seems for the most part less 
promising of tonnage for a railway, or a 
railway that has within its territory a less 
population per mile. Especially is this 
true of that part of the road between Ogden 
and this city. The land grant through 
Utah and Nevada presents bnt few featnrea 
tempting to tbe hnsbandman, and even the 
herdsman and shepherd find it a difficult 
region. But out of it aud California must 
come the revenue to pay the debt to the 
Government. Tbe request for lower inter­ 
est and longer time does not interest the 
corporations as much as it does the people. 
It is a matter of great importance to Ne­ 
vada whether her share of it shall be psid 
by 60,000 people, confined to the present 
resources of that State, or whether it shall 
be borne by ten times as many engaged in 
agriculture, upon twenty times the area at 
present devoted to that pursuit, aDd main­ 
tained by irrigation made possible by the 
proper storage of water ibat is now wasted. 
It make9 a great difference also to Califor­ 
nia whether her share shall be extracted 
from the present development of her re­ 
sources, grand aDd impressive as that is, or 
whether our people shall get from the Gov­ 
ernment the first extension they have ever 
asked, that the burden may lie upon ten 
acres where it now lies upon one, and be 
on the shoulders of three men to one that 
will be galled by it now. The people of 
Illinois have enjoyed, and still enjoy, the 
benefits, distributed to every taxpayer, of 
the great grant given to the State as trustee, 
to build the first railroad. For thirty-nine 
years the people of Iowa have had repented 
extensions of the grant to that State as 
trustees for the development of its trans­ 
portation system. The Federal Govern­ 
ment did not tie a string to it to pull it 
back. The State's trusteeship was respected 
until the last available section that could 
coax the laying of a rail had been ntilized. 
There tbe railroads aud the people both 
ate their cake and kept it. The Federal 
bounty given in lands to bnild roads in 
those two States alone to day exceeds 
in value the total of lands and bonds given 
to the pioneer Pac tic roads, and nobody 
has wanted any of it back, and no extension 
of it has been refused. 
The case of the Pacific railroad debts is 
the case of the people, the products of 
whose labor must pay the Government 
debt. There are periodical fl arries of in­ 
vestigation of these roads, but tbese inves­ 
tigations. whether judicial or legislative, 
whether in earnest and of proper motive 
or for political purposes, can have no bear­ 
ing upon the primary fact that tbe tribu­ 
tary country must pay the debt, and its 
people have not done anything in the 
premises to incur investigation. They are 
at work, each in his calliDg. Tbe roads 
are a necessity to the prosperity of all. and 
all are necessarj to the prosperity of the 
roads. 
The Government has. within 
twenty-two months, paid about $40,000,000 
in premiums to the holders of iis imma- 
tured bonds,asan inducement to surrender 
them When it is in the market Dayicg 
premiums on its own paper, it would seem 
to beabie to grant lower interest and longer 
time to the people of the mountains and 
deserts west of the Missouri river in which 
to pay it back a sum not greatly larger 
than the premiums it has just paid to lls 
bondholders.

Sir Daniel Gooch, the well-known Eng­ 
lish engineer, is dead. 
It is officially announced that the condi­ 
tion of the King of Spain is critical. His 
whole body is paralyzed. 
John Madison Morton, author of "Box 
and Cox” and numerous plays, is danger­ 
ously ill in Sutton’s Hospital, which is at­ 
tached to the Charier House. London. He 
is suffering from paralytic symptoms. 
The President yesterday appointed John 
S. Bugbee, of California, United States Dis­ 
trict Judge for the D strict of Alaska, and 
George W. Bartch, of Utah Territory, Judge 
of Probate in the county of Salt Lake. Utah. 
An in terview with ex-Pension Commis­ 
sioner Tanaer is published, in whi< h he 
justified tho increase o f Senator Mander- 
eon ’3 pension, on the ground that it was 
his duty to see equity doDe, whether ths 
application was m ad e for re-ratiD g or not. 
He points out similar action taken by Sec­ 
retary Noble himself in the case of General 
Powell. 
Advices from Brisbane, Queensland,state 
that Sir William McGregor, Ad minis'rator 
of New Guinea, accompanied by twenty- 
two meu, recently landed on tbe Island of 
Demara. Two hundred and fifty natives 
made an attack upon tbe party, but after 
bard fighting were repulsed. Eleven D a­ 
tives were killed and wounded. Several 
whites wese wounded.

Desire that the Pao American Congress 
Shall Visit California. 
S an F rancisco, October 15th.—The State 
Board of Trade held a special meeting this 
afternoon, at which the following resqju- 
tion was adopted: 
Whereas, The delegates to the Pan-American 
Congress are now visiting the different portions 
of the United States, as the guests of the Gov­ 
ernment; the object sought tobe attained Is to 
give the foreign delegates an opportunity of 
viewing in person the industrial, mechanical 
and agricultural aspect of the different sections 
of our country; with these facts in view, we 
comcientiously believe that an extension of this 
trip of observation to tbe Pacific coast would be 
fraugbt with much bcwefit and much profit to 
the delegates, and aid them materially in arriv­ 
ing at their final conclusions in regard to the 
extent, grandeur and possibilities of tbese 
United States; therefore, be it 
JCcsotred, That a copy of these resolutions be 
transmitted through Hon. M. M. Estee to the 
Secretary of State, Hon. James G. Blaine, and 
through him an invitation be extended to the 
traveling delegates to continue their trip to oar 
Western States, where, upon their arrival, the 
State Board ot Trade of California will bespeak 
for and extend to them a hearty welcome, and 
will do all in its power to make their stay a 
pleasant and profitable one. 
FRUIT GROWING PROFITS. 
In response to a circular lately sent ont 
by the State Board, the Santa Clara local 
Board of Trade has submitted an interest­ 
ing report relating to fruit-growing aDd its 
prcflis. Tbe report gives Assessor’s figures, 
showing that last March there were all 
told over 1 500,000 fruit trees growing in 
Santa Clara county, the profit on which is 
$1 per tree for all listed, or $1 50 for bear­ 
ing trees. There were then 11,000 acres in 
vines and 500 acres in berries. The price 
per acre of bringing an orchard into bear­ 
ing is given as follows: 
First year—Breaking ground, $3; level­ 
ing ground, $1 ; laying off, digging holes 
and planting trees, $6 50; cost of trees, 
$21 60 ; ten cultivators, $5 ; four harrow- 
ings or clod-mashing, $1; pruning, $L 50; 
digging around trees three times, $1 50. 
Toial tiist year, $41 10. 
Second year—Plowing, $2 ; ten cultiva­ 
tions, $5 ; harrow iD g or clod-mashing four 
times, $1; digging around trees, $1; prun­ 
ing, $1 50. Total second year, $10 50. 
Third year—Plowing, cultivating, har­ 
rowing, etc, $8; digging around trees, 
$1 50; pruning, $2. Total third year, $11 50. 
Fourth year—Plowing, cultivating, har­ 
rowing, digging, etc., $9 50 ; pruning, $2 25. 
Total fourth year, $11 75. 
Grand total, $99 85. 
As to profits, ihe following samples are 
given ; Ton acres of apricots (Mr. Rfghter’s) 
at four years old yielded $75 per acre. At 
five, aix and seven years old, including 
short crops, the average yield per year has 
been $1,600. Ten acres of apricots (Mr. 
Rodeck) at five years yielded $160 per acre. 
Three acres of apricots (Mr. Snyder) at five 
yeare yielded $800. Twenty acres of prunes 
(Mr. Barnheisel) at aix years old had 
yielded $8 000. Sixty-five acres of prunes 
(Richards <fc North)—fifty acres five years 
old and fifteen acres seven years old— 
$6,500. Three acres of prunes (J. J. Pearo) 
sev*n years old, thirty tons, sold for $1,200. 
Five acres of apricots six years old (G. W. 
Worthen), $1 500. Two and a half acres of 
a ricot trees five years old (Senator Conk­ 
lin), $500. Ten acres peaches, apricots and 
prunes, four years old, $150 per acre (L. L. 
NatiiDger). Larger returns than these are 
usual from older trees, aud in some cases 
almost fabulous. We have authenticated 
statements of $600 per acre from prunes 
and $1,200 per acre from cherries and $500 
to $700 from peaches ; but although these 
cases are not infrequent, we class them as 
exceptional. 
In response to the question : “Is it possi­ 
ble for the State to become the orchard of 
the country under such circumstances?” a 
negative response is made: “We do not 
think that California will ever be able to 
produce enough fruit to fully aupply the 
demands that will be made upon her re­ 
sources. Our State Is capable of producing 
immense quantities of fruit, but not more 
than will find a ready market, provided 
that the cost of transportation does not so 
enhance the price to the consumer as to 
prohibit its me to a large majority of our 
people. Present indications are to the 
effect that the uumber of trees planted dur­ 
ing the coming season will be greatly in 
excess of that of any previous year. Under 
this head it may not be out of place to state 
that iruit-growers in this county are gener­ 
ally coming into tbe business of curing 
their own products for the market. Each 
year the number who prepare their own 
fruit increases to such an extent that in the 
near future those who sell to either canner 
or drier will be the exception instead of the 
rule.”

5QfO to 600 pounds of gelatine and dyna­ 
mite, and they can be thrown the full dis­ 
tance of one geographical n>.lle. 
A lesser 
projectile carrying but 200 pounds of ex­ 
plosive material can be thrown from these 
guns 4,000 yards. 
The projecting or mo­ 
tive force used is compressed air, the press­ 
ure being equal to half a ton, and the 
initial velocity acquired is 800 feet a 
second. 
The shells are provided with 
electric fuses that explode the projectile 
on its entering the water, or at greater 
depth if so adjusted. 
These new arms 
with which the Vesuvius is fitted are, 
therefore, really torpedo guns, and the 
shells are nothing less than the most de­ 
structive of torpedoes, carrying the most 
deadly and powerful explosive known to 
science. 
It is calculated that there is no 
vessel afloat that can withstand the shock 
of one of these projectiles exploded beneath 
the how or the stern, and it is probable 
that they would break up the heaviest 
armored ship, even if the shell fell into the 
water amidships. 
The Vesuvius in fight­ 
ing trim sits very low in the water, show­ 
ing le68 above the surface than any other 
boats except the monitors. 
She lias no 
rigging and very little upper works expo­ 
sure, while her decks are the strongest 
known, possessing greater resisting power 
than any ever laid down. 
From this very 
brief description it may be possible to gain 
something like a clear idea of the amazing 
power of the new boat, aud what a great 
addition she is to the American navv. 


IT WAS BRUTAL MURDER. 


The wife of Antonio Mendoza, of San 
Francisco, proved unfaithful to her mar- 
_^iage vows and 
abandoned 
a 
life 
oí 
virtue. 
She finally left her husband with 
the expressed determination not to live 
with him again. 
H e had several times 
forgiven her and taken her back. 
On 
Sunday last he traced her out and visited 
her, and the couple dined together. 
That 
night they occupied the same room, and 
the next morning breakfasted together. 
H e then asked her once more to return to 
his home, and she refusiDg he shot her to 
death. 
W hen apprehended he was wait­ 
ing for the appearance of a man of whom 
he was jealous, aud as the officers entered 
the room the murderer attempted to take 
his own life. 
It will be contended that he 
was unsettled of reason, and that he should 
therefore go free of conviction. 
It is prob­ 
able that the plea will prevail, and that a 
faint-hearted jury will acquit him on the 
ground of mental unsettlement at the time 
of the killing. 
It is admitted that he is 
perfectly sane now ; that he coolly pre­ 
meditated his act, and that he had set all 
his affairs in order for the purpose. 
The killing was brutal murder, aud the 
offender ought to suffer the penalty of the 
law prescribed for that crime. 
No sickly 
sentimentality, no maudlin doctrine of 
“served her right'’ ought to interfere to 
save him. 
Society cannot afford in this 
day of enlightenment to commit to men 
the right to judge and execute their wives. 
Mendoza’s wife practiced no deceit upon 
. 
!’>«« j 
Lim thill bLa nrp- 
ferred the society of others, and she 
openly and fearlessly left him. 
W hat may 
have oeen his conduct towards her may 
never be known, for her voice has been 
stilled by a violent death. 
But it is pub­ 
lished that she had complained of brutal 
treatment by him, and that she charged 
that he 
had first been 
unfaithful to 
the 
marriage vows. 
But, 
taking the 
story of Mendoza at its best, his act was 
deliberate murder. 
H e assumed the office 
o f Judge and jury, and supplemented it 
w ith that of executioner. 
H e took a hu­ 
man life, and with all the premeditation 
that constitutes the essential feature of 
unlawful homicide. 
H e will probably go 
clear, but it will be a bad precedent, since 
it will set up as the new rule of privilege 


t h a t men may kill wires they judge tu be 
unfaithful, and be justified by their fellows. 
Carry the doctrine of such justification to 
its legitimate end we establish the old and 
barbarous rule of absolute power by the 
husband over the person and the life of his 
wife. 
Mendoza went coolly to his work of 
murder ; he declares with equal equanim­ 
ity that he intended precisely what he 
accomplished; he should, therefore, be 
given the full penalty of the law, which 
he must have contemplated when he in­ 
tended to do murder. 
But we doubt very 
much his statements of mental disquietude 
over the waywardness of the woman—it 
was more likely chagrin and jealous rage 
that disturbed him, since lie condoned her 
offenses, and the very night preceding the 
murder accepted her embraces. 
By that 
act he put himself without the pale of 
sympathy outraged hubauds usually re­ 
ceive. 
H is love of virtue in his wife did 
not extend to the loathing that the de 
ceived husband who is honest in his respect 
for the purity of his wife feels when she 
casts him off. 
By bis condonation he put 
him self upon her level, in a sense, and he 
should be abhorred of men for rising from 
th e arms of the woman he professed to 
adore only to murder her.

THE HEW TORPEDO BOAT. 


T he “ Vesuvius,” the new dynamite gun­ 
boat, which has just demonstrated her 
capacity—for the sixth time— to be greater 
than that called for by the contract with 
her builder?, is a novel vessel. 
She is of a 
type that the United States Government 
is very likely to duplicate, and perhaps 
there may be constructed four or five of 
her class. 
She was built with an eye 
single to the attainment of great speed 
and the carrying of dynamite torpedo-guns, 
and appears to have achieved a far higher 
rate and greater gun-power than was bar­ 
gained for. She is armed with three fifteen- 
inch pneumatic dynamite guns, placed 
abreast at a fixed angle of 16°. 
The muz 
zles project through »hedcck about thirty- 
seven feet from the bow. 
She is built to 
carry thirty full-ealibet projectiles. 
Her 
engines are of the fonr-cyiinder triple­ 
expansion type. 
In January last, on her 
first trial, she exceeded twenty-one knots, 
and on her final trial last week is reported 
to have repeated the speed and exceeded 
has developed also that her guns 
fired in about half the time con­ 
tracted for. 
She is thus altogetlier a suc­ 
cess. 
The pneumatic dynamite guns with 
which the is armed were invented by a 
Mr. Mefford, and improved and adapted to 
naval uses by Captain 
Zalinski, of the 
irmy. 
These fifteen-inch guns of the V e­ 
suvius are each fifty-five feet In length. 
Che projectiles they throw contain from

TRAFFIC MANAGER STUBBS. 


He w ill b e V ic e -P re s id e n t of th e C h ic ag o , 
M ilw a u k e e and St. P a u l. 
[San Francisco A lta, October 15th.] 
There was a genuine sensation yesterday 
in railroad circles when it was learned that 
J. C. Stubbs, Traffic Manager of the South 
ern Pacific Company, had accepted a posi­ 
tion with the Chicago, M ilwaukee and St. 
Paul Railway. In the Alta of Saturday 
last it was stated that Mr. Stubbs had been 
offered a position with some Eastern road 
at a salary of $25,000 a year. 
Mr. Stubbs 
arrived here on Saturday nigbt from the 
East but could not be seen until yesterday. 
W hen asked w hat the rum or really m eant 
Mr. Stubb3 said : 
‘‘Yes, i; is true that lam 
to leave the Southern Pacific. I will be 
the Second Vice-President of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway. I am to 
go East as soon as I can settle my affairs so 
as turn this office over to my successor.” 
“ You will be the General Manager of the 
Milwaukee, will you n ot?” 
“ The President of the Milwaukee is the 
General M anager,” was Mr. Stubbs’ very 
non-com m ital answer. 
F nrther than this Mr. Stubb3 would not 
speak, either as to salary or as to his suc­ 
cessor. The talk, on the street is th at Mr. 
Stubbs will be the General Manager and 
that there is little doubt of it. Tiie office 
of Second Vice-President is a new thing 
for the Chicago, M ilwaukee and St. Paul, 
and as it was created for Mr. Stubbs, it in­ 
dicates how highly his abilities are es­ 
teemed in the East, where, in the fierce 
war of competition, only the fittest survive. 
Mr. Stubbs has been twenty years with the 
Southern Facific in ttie traffic department. 
He was chief clerk in the freight office of 
the Central Pacific, then General Freight 
Agent, and then Traffic Manager of the 
entire S n i’hern Pacific system. 
His pro­ 
motion, like all such advancem ent in the 
Southern Pacific Company, was won by 
actual m erit. As it happens, all of the 
chiefs were out of town yesterday, so that 
it was not possible to leirn who will be 
Mr. Stubbs’ successor. 
W. G. Curiis, as­ 
sistant to General M anager Towne, said 
that Mr. Stubbs’ successor had not yet been 
nam ed. 
It has always been the policy of 
the road to promote some one from its own 
ranks rather than to go to a foreign road for 
m aterial. 
The talk on the street is that while the 
Southern Pacific people m ay be very re- 
luc'ant to let Mr. Stubbs go, they cannot 
possibly offer him inducem ents which will 
offset tee prospects of a brilliant future 
with the M ilwaukee road. 
It is also be­ 
lieved that Richard Gray, the present Gen­ 
eral Freight Agent of the Southern Pacific, 
will succeed Mr. Stubbs as Traffic A gent. 


ARID LANDS. 
THE PACIFIC ROADS. 


A S e s a m e o f E n g in e e r in g W o rk D o n e 
D u rin g th e P r e se n t S ea so n . 
[S. F. B ulletin, O ctober 15th.] 
To carry out the work of exam ining Ihe 
arid land» of 1 he West, and surveying the 
water-sheds adjacent, the country has been 
divided into two sections. T hat portion of 
the country between the Mississippi river 
and the Rocky M ountains is known as the 
Grand Eastern Division. The work in this 
division is under the supervision of E. 8. 
Nettleton ot Colorado. The section west 
of the Rocky M ountains is called the W est­ 
ern GraDd Division, and the work in this 
division is supetvised by Chief Engineer 
W. H. H all, who has an office in the Flood 
building, where a large corps of assistants 
are employed in sum m arizing field reports. 
Each grand division is divided into live 
subdivisions, an assistant baving charge of 
each. The imm ediate supervision of m at­ 
ter» relating to geological survey work is 
under the direction of Professor J. W. 
Powell. T he chief executive officer of the 
Irrigation Branch of Ihe Geological Survey 
is Captain C. E. D utton. 
SURVEYING PARTIES IN CALIFORNIA. 
In this State three parties have been in 
the field during the past season, and a iarge 
am ount of prelim inary work has been ac­ 
complished. 
The work of the irrigation 
branch this year m ust necessarily be of a 
general nature. The appropriation is not 
very large, considering the extent of the 
country to be exam ined, and was appor­ 
tioned out among the various seclions. 
The party engaged in surveying Clear 
lake, in this Slate, under the direction of 
C. R. Rockwood, has completed its work, 
and the m em bers of the party are now en­ 
gaged in m aking a final report. There has 
been some apprehension on the part of 
people living in the vicinity of the lake 
that the raising of the lake level, caused by 
the dam m ing of the outlet, m ight result 
seriously to adjacent lands. 
Mr. H all is 
positive that the present level of the lake 
will not be interfered with. 
A nother party under the charge of W m. 
H. Fitzhugh is now in the nor'hern portion 
of the Slate. The work of this party is of 
a prelim inary nature; it will exam ine 
reservoir siteB and open the way for larger 
parties next year. 
Mr. Fitzhugh has been 
at work in Modoc, Sbas'.a aud Siskiyou 
counties, and is now moving south through 
the eastern slope of the Coast RaDge. 


RESERVOIRS IN T H E SIER R A . 
Luther W agoner, at the head of another 
party, has been engaged for several m onths 
in exam ining the drainage basins of the 
Stanislaus, Tuolum ne and Merced rivers. 
About sixty reservoir sites have been lo­ 
cated and surveys m ade of about a dozen. 
Some of those surveyed are of imm ense 
size, and, by the construction of dams, will 
form lakes three or four miles in length 
and averaging a m ile íd width, with a depth 
of fifty or sixty feet. 
Little Yosemite val 
ley has been surveyed, aud should a reser­ 
voir be made there, it will afford a supply 
of water by which some of the Yosemite 
falls can be replenished during the dry sea 
son. 
The form ation of the country embraced 
in the water-sheds of the Tuolum ne and 
Stanislaus rivers is not favorable to the 
form ation of large artificial lakes. Merced 
river offers better possibilities, but the 
rivers in the northern portion of the Stale 
offer better opportunities for reservoirs. 
Mr. W agoner has just returned to com­ 
mence the preparation of his report, but 
the surveying party will remain in the field 
two weeks longer, under the leadership of 
Assistant H . S. Davidson. 
W . T. Trowbridge, w ith a detachm ent, is 
engaged in ganging stream s and m aking 
hydrographic exam ination of the country 
on the east side of the San Joaquin valley.

to brutality. 
A hollow, deep palm always 
signifies misery, ill-luck and failure in life. 
Fingers which are smooth denote a ten 
dency to act upon instinct, impulse or in­ 
tuition rather than reason, calculation or 
deduction. 
Knotty fingers denote a*tea- 
dency to order and arrangement. 
People 
with short fingers are quicker, more im­ 
pulsive, act more on the spur of the mo­ 
ment, than people with long fingers. 
If 
the lingers are very short it signifies 
cruelty and want of tact. 
“Long fingers denote a love of detail. 
Such persons are tidy as to their appoint­ 
ments, easily put out and very careful 
about trilles. 
Workers in small things 
always have large hands, and the con­ 
structors of colossal works have small 
hands. 
Smaii-handed people write large, 
whilst large-handed people always write 
small.

[San Francisco A lta, O ctober 15th.] 
The Senate committee which has under ¡ 
consideration the adjustm ent of the debt of , 
the Union and Central Paci5c railways to 
the Federal Government, does well in vis- | 
iting the region upon the resources of which 
that debt rests as a mortgage. 
Discussion | 
of the m atter has heretofore proceeded as 1 
if the obligation were upon the individuals 
composing the two corporations which 
operate the indebied lines. 
It is said, 
“They are rich, they gained in fortune by t 
building the roads, and the Governm ent ' 
should deal w ith them accordingly.” 
It 
may be said, also, th at thousands of indi­ 
viduals owning property or prosecuting en­ 
terprises upon the wide area which the 
roads opened to improved transportation 
had 
their 
fortunes 
favorably 
affected 
thereby. 
And it may be added that the in­ 
crease in American commerce during the 
twenty-one years since these roads were 
first operated has helped to enrich the Fed­ 
eral treasury to an am ount larger than the 
present volume of the joint debt, by the 
im port duties on merchandise, which, ex­ 
cept for the roads, would not have been 
diverted from its European channels. But 
neither of these obvious facts changes tbe 
situation at all. Tbe roads have no sorcery 
by which to pay their fixed charges, their 
bond interest, their stock dividends and 
their debt to the Government. The money 
to do all this m ust be earned by their busi­ 
ness. It m ust come out of their charges 
for transporting to m arket the producís of 
the country through which they run. The 
committee, by the time it reaches San 
Francisco, will have seen that country, 
from the Missouri river to tbe Pacificoceau. 
We venture to say that there is not on 
the continent a stretch of 1,800 miles that 
upon its face seems for the most part less 
prom ising of tonnage for a railway, o r a 
railway that has w iihin its territory a less 
population per mile. Especially is this 
true of that part of the road between Ogden 
and this city. The land grant through 
U tah and Nevada presents but few features 
tem pting to the hnsbandm an, and even the 
herdsm an and shepherd find it a difficult 
region. 
But out of it acd California m ust 
come the revenue to pay the debt to the 
Government. Tbe request for lower inter­ 
est and loDger tim e does not interest the 
corporations as m uch as it does the people. 
It is a m atter of great im portance to Ne­ 
vada w hether her share of it shall be paid 
by 60,00(1 people, confined to the present 
resources of that State, or w hether it shall 
be borne by ten times as m any engaged in 
agriculture, upon twenty times the area at 
present devoted to that pursuit, aDd m ain­ 
tained by irrigation made possible by tbe 
proper storage of water that is now wasted. 
It makes a great difference also to Califor­ 
nia w hether her share shall be extracted 
from the present developm ent of her re­ 
sources, grand and impressive as that is, or 
w hether our people shall get from the Gov­ 
ernm ent the first extension they have ever 
asked, that the burden may lie upon ten 
acres where it now lies upon one, and be 
on the shoulders of three men to one that 
will be galled by it now. The people of 
Illinois have enjoyed, and still eDjoy, the 
benefits, distributed to every taxpayer, of 
the great grant given to the State as trustee, 
to build the first railroad. 
For thirty-nine 
years the people of Iowa have had repeated 
extensions of the grant to that State as 
trustees for the development of its trans­ 
portation system. The Federal Govern­ 
m ent did not tie a string to it to pull it 
back. The State's trusteeship was respected 
until the last available section that could 
coax the laying of a rail had been utilized. 
There the railroads and the people both 
ate their cake and kept it. The Federal 
bounty given in lands to bnild roads in 
those two States alone 
to day exceeds 
in value the total of lands and bonds giveu 
to the pioneer Pac fie roads, and nobody 
has wanted any of it ba.k, and no extension 
of it has been refused. 
The case of the Pacific railroad debts is 
the case of the people, the products of 
whose labor m ust pay the Government 
debt. There a:e periodical flurries of in­ 
vestigation of these roads, but these inves­ 
tigations. w hether judicial or legislative, 
w hether in earnest and of proper motive 
or for political purposes, can have no bear­ 
ing upon the prim ary fact that the tribu­ 
tary country m ust pay tbe debt, and its 
people have not done anything in the 
premises to incur investigation. They are 
at work, each in his calling. Tbe roads 
are a necessity to the prosperity of all, and 
all are necessar; to ihe prosperity of the 
roads. 
The 
Government 
has. ‘ within 
twenty-two m onths, paid about $40,000,000 
in prem ium s to the holders of its im m a­ 
tured bonds, as an inducem ent to surrender 
them 
W hen it is in the m arket Davicg 
premium s on its own paper, it would eeem 
to be able to grant lower interest and longer 
tim e lo the people of the m ountains and 
deserts west of the Missouri river in which 
to pay it back a snm not greatly larger 
than the prem ium s it has just paid to its 
bondholders.

conscientiously believe th u t an extension of th is 
trip of observation to th e Pacific coast would be 
fraught w ith m uch bewedt and m uch profit to 
the delegates, an d aid them m aterially in arriv ­ 
ing at th eir final conclusions in regard to th e 
extent, g randeur and possibilities o f these 
U nited BtAtes; therefore, be it 
Resolved, T hat a copy of these resolutions be 
transm itted through Hon. M. M. Estee to th e 
Secretary of State, Hon. Jam es G. Blaine, an d 
through him an invitation be extended to th e 
traveling delegates to continue th eir trip to onr 
W estern States, w here, upon th eir aiTival, th e 
State Board oí T rade of C alifornia w ill bespeak 
for an d exten d to them a hearty welcome, and 
w ill do all in its pow er to m ake tn eir stay a 
pleasant and profitable one. 
FRUIT GROWING PROFITS. 
In response to a circular lately sent out 
by tbe State Board, the Santa Clara local 
Board of Trade has subm itted an interest­ 
ing report relating to fruit-growing aud its 
prcflis. The report gives Assessor’s figures, 
showiDg that last March there were all 
told over 1,500,000 fruit trees growing in 
Santa Clara county, the profit on which is 
$t per tree for all listed, or $1 50 for bear­ 
ing trees. There were then 11,000 acres in 
vines and 500 acres in berries. The price 
per acre of bringing an orchard into bear­ 
ing is given as follow s: 
First year—Breaking ground. $3; level­ 
ing ground, $1 ; 
laying off, digging holes 
and planting trees, $6 50; cost of trees, 
$21 6 0 ; ten cultivators, $5; 
four harrow- 
ings or clod-m8shiug, $1; 
pruning, $1 50; 
digging arouud trees three times, $1 50. 
Total hist year, $4110. 
Second year—P lo w in g , $2 ; 
ten c u ltiv a ­ 
tions, $5 ; h arro w iD g o r c lo d -m a sh in g four 
times, $1; digging a ro u n d trees, $1; prun­ 
ing, II 50. Total second year, $10 50. 
Third year—Plowing, cultivating, h ar­ 
rowing, etc , $8 ; 
digging around trees, 
$1 50; pruning, $2. Total third year, $11 50. 
Fourth year—Plowing, cultivating, har­ 
rowing, digging, etc., $9 50; pruning, $2 25. 
Total fourth year, $U 75. 
Grand total, $99 85. 
As to profits, the following samóles are 
given : Ten acres of apricots (Mr. Righter’s) 
at four years old yielded $75 per acre. 
At 
five, six and seven years old, including 
short crops, the average yield per year lias 
been $1,600. 
Ten acre! of apricots (Mr. 
Rodeck) at five years yielded $160 per acre. 
T h rte acres of apricots (Mr. SDyder) at five 
vears yielded $800. Twenty acres of prunes 
(Mr. Barnheisel) at six years old had 
yielded $8 000. Sixty-five acres of prunes 
(Richards & N orth)—fifty acres five years 
old and fifteen acres seven years o l d - 
16,500. Three acres of prunes (J. J. Pearo) 
sev*n years old, thirty tons, sold for $1,200. 
Five acres of apricots six years old (G. VV. 
W orthen), $1 500. Two and a half acres of 
a ricot trees five years old (Senator Conk­ 
lin), $500. Ten acres peaches, apricots and 
prunes, four years old, $150 per acre (L. L. 
Nattinger). 
Larger returns than these are 
usual from older trees, aud in some cases 
alm ost fabulous. 
W e have authenticated 
statem ents of $600 per acre from prunes 
and $1 200 per acre from cherries and $500 
to $700 from peaches; but although these 
cases are not infrequent, we class them as 
exceptional. 
In response to the question : “ Is it possi­ 
ble for the State to become the orchard of 
the country under such circumstances?’’ a 
negative response is made: “ We do not 
think that California will ever be able to 
produce enough fruit to fully supply the 
demands that will be made upon her re­ 
sources. Our State Is capable of producing 
im m ense quantities of fruit, but not m ore 
than will find a ready m arket, provided 
that the cost of transportation does not so 
enhance the price to the consumer as to 
prohibit its use to a large m ajority of our 
people. Present indications are to the 
effect that the num ber of trees planted du r­ 
ing the coming season will be greatly in 
excess of that of any previous year. U nder 
this head it may not be out of place to state 
that fruit-growers in this county are gener­ 
ally coming into the business of coring 
their own products for the m arket. 
Each 
year the num ber who prepare their own 
fruit increases to such an extent that in the 
near future those who sell to either canner 
or drier will be the exception instead of the 
rule.”

There has been a great improvement of 
late years in the matter of breeding and 
training setters and pointers in this State 
for field work. 
This improvement has 
been more noticeable since the Pacific Coast 
Field Trial Club was organized in this city 
some seven years ago, the chief movers be­ 
ing some enterprising Sacramentaos, aided 
by the Basstord brothers of Vacaville and a 
few others. 
There were but few charter 
members, and the number of good dogs 
owned among them was very limited. 
It 
took some time to work up an interest in 
field trials, but it has been growing stead­ 
ily, until the annual meetings of the club 
equal in interest (if they do not surpass) 
those of the East. 
The first trials took place at Wall-Town 
Timber, in this county. The entries were 
but few, but the members of the club and 
their guests enjoyed a week of unalloyed 
sport among the hills and vales along Deer 
creek, where quails were then found in 
plentiful numbers. The winners of first 
prizes in respectively the all-age and puppy 
stakes were F. A. Taft’s Gordon setter Dorr, 
of Truckee, and General Cosby’s pointer, 
Bow, Jr., of this city. Since then the trials 
have been held in 8onoma county, at H an­ 
ford, in Tulare county, and for the last two 
years near Bakersfield, in Kern ¡county. 
Each succeeding meeting has been an im­ 
provement on the preceding one, until now 
the trials are recognized as among the best 
in the country. 
The country around 
Bakersfield is admirably adapted to the 
purpose, and the people there have been 
active in aflording the club every facility 
for conducting the trials. At nearly all the 
meetings the larger portion of the winnings 
have fallen to Sacramento and Solano 
county dogs. 
WHAT FIELO TRIALS HAVE DONE. 
Three years ago there was not a profes­ 
sional dog-breaker in the State, because 
there was nothing for one to do. There 
are now several, the leading ones being 
William De Mott, D. M. Walters and G. T. 
Allender. The former is located in Marin 
county, near Saucelito, Wallers at Galt, in 
this county, and .illender at Watsonville, 
Santa Cruz county. Each has all he can 
do to break, handle and care for field dogs 
owned by gentlemen who have not the 
time to spare for that purpose. This shows 
what well-conducted field trials have done 
for the sportsmen of the 8tate, by creating 
an interest in the breeding and training of 
field dogs. One of these kennels—that of 
De Mott—was quite fully described a few 
days ago by a correspondent of the Bulletin 
(Josiah Lightheart), who spent a day among 
the canines. He writes: 


SOME CHOICE ONES. 
‘‘Last week I visited the San Anselmo 
Kennel, about three mile3 from San Rafael, 
off the road beyond San Anselmo, on the 
line of the Norih Pacific Coast Railroad. It 
is the only public kennel in this part of the 
State, there being others at Watsonville and 
Galt. It is a sort of canine university, so to 
speak, a place for the higher education of 
blooded dogs, where gentlemen having 
hunting dogs board them, out of the sport­ 
ing season. At present there are in the 
neighborhood of seventy-five animals at 
the institution, for the most part pointers 
and setters, but in another month all, with 
the exception of pups, will have returned 
to their respective owners for work during 
the hunting period. The more notable ani­ 
mals belong to Judge C. N. Post and George 
Watson, of Sacramento, who have eighteen 
pups.rangingin age from two tofivemonths, 
and five old dogs, including Loadstone, who 
is valued at $1,500; Harold, one of the win­ 
ners in the field trial at Bakersfield; Janet, 
Miss Druid and Marian. 
The first named 
ill.be entered for the field trial to be held 
^ersfield next January. P. D. Lin- 
vllle, of the San Francisco police force, has 
his setter Florine, the first prize winner at 
the last Bench Show, and which will also 
enter the field trial, in training there. An­ 
other prize winner I noticed was J. E. 
Lucas’ Bruiser. 
Other prominent animals 
belong to W. W. Foote; J. G. Ed wards,pub­ 
lisher of the Coas! Review; John Bergez. the 
San Francisco restauranler; Harry Wort; 
Mr. Kellogg, the San Francisco liqnor 
dealer; William S. Kittle; Geo. F. Flournoy 
and Mansfield Lovell, while George S. 
Clarke, of Portland, has his Irish settei 
Ned down enjoying California climate and 
undergoing systematic training. 


HOW THEY ABE CABED FOB. 
“ Much pains has been taken for the com­ 
fort of these aristocratic canines. 
The 
kennels are fenced with wire netting, which 
allows of more perfect ventilation. An­ 
other advantage is that the wire does not 
harbor vermin as wood docs, besides it al­ 
lows the dogs a better outlook. Across tbe 
rear of the kennel is stretched a canopy to 
protect the occupants from the rays of the 
sun, while magnificent oak trees furnish 
additional shade. Four o'clock is the grand 
dining hour, for which I remained, not to 
take supper with the dogs, but to witness 
the operation of feeding them. At the time 
mentioned, as if by common consent, the 
whole pack began to yelp lustily. The 
sleeping-house is arranged with sort of 
trays raised above the floor, covered with 
clean straw, and everything being in readi­ 
ness for supper, one by one the doors of the 
kennels were opened and the imprisoned 
dogs set at liberty, all starting at a jump 
for their beds. Each has his own place and 
chain, and it is remarkable to see how they 
ail know just where they belong. When all 
are in place and secured the chef brings 
out the one dish to tickle their epicurean 
palates. 
DIET FOB DOGS. 
Each animal has a separate pan, which 
contains broken pilot bread, a quantity of 
beef soup (buillon), with a layer of cooked 
meat on top. Twice a week this diet is 
varied by giving a dish of sour milk, 
which, in addition to being a change, is an 
excellent preventive of worms. In this 
connection it would be well for those who 
have pet dogs to make a note and adopt the 
plan. Fresh milk is not desirable, especi­ 
ally for puppies, for which it is too rich, 
and when sweet milk is given it should al­ 
ways be Ekimmed. The youngsters are all 
fed together in their pens. 
Every evening 
after supper the old dogs are taken out for 
a run over the hills, which they patrol 
with as much uniformity as a company cf 
skirmishers. For this work they are usu­ 
ally taken out in strings of ten or a dczen. 
CANINE SANITATION. 
"Great care is observed to prevent the 
introduction of disease in the kennel. No 
sick dogs are admitted, and every one re­ 
ceived. even when in apparent good health, 
is rigidly quarantined and fumigated before 
beiDg introduced to his future companions. 
Everything on the premises is kept scru­ 
pulously clean—not an easy task—the pre­ 
vailing sentiment being that an ounce of 
prevention is better than a pound of cure. 
"There are a number of California ken­ 
nels which are said to contain dogs equal 
to anv in the country, and this reputation 
is not confined to our own fanciers. I. S. 
and J. E. W ilder, sons of the Honolulu 
steamship man, who have been sojourning 
in the State for the past few months, will 
take a couple of blocded pointers home 
with them when they return. The former 
has purchased Roberta of P. Ü. Linvillefor 
$100, while the other brother bought one of 
Mr. Kittle’s pups, aged five months, paying 
$25 for him ."

P e rh a p s H e "Was D ro w n ed . 
Colonel G. W. Dingman of Urbana, Ben­ 
ton county, Iowa,'writes to D.E Alexander 
requesting the latter to make inquiry con­ 
cerning his brother, Henry L. Dingman, of 
whom he has had no tidings since 1860. 
The missing man was a Baptist preacher, 
and had with him at last accounts a half 
brother named Freeman Gross. Dingman, 
if living, would be between 70 and 80 years 
of age. The writer is a very old man, who 
has eerved.bis country on three different oc­ 
casions as a soldier, and now, as his life is 
nearing its end, be is anxious to learn of 
his long-absent brother. 


H e W an ts a V in d icatio n . 
The charge against Coy, of an alleged 
assault v.oon H. H. Plant with a deadly 
weapon, was set for hearing in Justice 
Henrv's Court yesterday.

T lie “ C an v asb aek s,” a n d H ow T hey M an­ 
ag e to E njoy L ife. 
The sporting family of ten known as the 
“Canvasbaeks” have a monopoly of the 
best duck-shooting grounds, about fourteen 
miles up the river, and it is a rare treat for 
an outsider to be the guest of a member of 
the club, and to visit its lakes of a Saturday 
afternoon and partake of the club’s hospi­ 
tality, shooting included. The guest usu­ 
ally has the best of everything, even the 
favorite sbooting-stand. some member of 
tbe clnb sacrificing much of his day's sport 
for the purpose of making the (green) guest 
think be is a good shot. 
Such is the report of those who have been 
fortunate enough to have had a day’s shoot 
at the eleb’a lakes. Its quarters are very 
comfortable, and most of the members are 
excellent shots, and it rarely happens that 
they return without a good showing of 
birds. The genial President of the Board 
of Supervisors is the father of the family, 
and generally manages to make things 
lively for all bands. In this he is ably as­ 
sisted by the Lockes (father and son), W.

NO BEEF FAMINE. 


A C a ttle-B ay e r Says th e ' R e p o rt o f a 
S carcity is A b su rd .

U n io n reporter inquired of a well-known 
buyer for one of the prominent wholesale 
butcher firms of this city if such was tbe 
case. He replied that it was a gross ab­ 
surdity. 
“ Why," said he, " there isn't a shadow 
of ground for such a statement. Beef is 
very low, and there is no prospect for a 
rise. I’ve just been out in the country on 
a purchasing trip, and got all I wanted at a 
low figure. The fact is, the cattlemen are 
grumbling at the low market price for beef 
and declare they can hardly give their beef 
away." 
“ Then it is pretty safe to say that the 
coming winter will witness no material 
rise in the price of beef?" 
“ Entirely safe,” replied the cattle-buyer. 
“ There is nothing to warrant the slightest 
fear of a scarcity of beef, or any marked 
increase in price.”

T he N ew C apitol V ault.

Its 
length will be 27 feet 6 inches, tbe width 23 
feet 4 inches, and the hight 12 feet. The 
floor, walls and ceiling are of ü-inch steel, 
and the whole work will probably occupy 
one month’s time. James McGuire, of this 
city, is the contractor. 


C u ttin g G o v ern m en t T im b er. 
In 1884 a judgment was rendered in the 
United 8tates Circuit Court against Robert 
Noble for $5,230, in an action brought in 
the name of the people. Noble lives in 
Georgetown, El Dorado county. He was 
sued for cutting timber on Government 
lands. A few days ago Deputy United 
States Marshal Hopkins went to George­ 
town and attached Noble’s mill, 184 acres 
of land, a large lot of logs and lumber, 
houses, etc.. to satisfy the judgment. Mr. 
Hopkins will sell the entire property on 
next Friday at auction. 


R h o tlerick D im C ooper F o u n d D ead in 
H is F ish M a rk et. 
Rhoderick Dhu C.oper, son of George 
Cooper, who, np to a few weeks ago kept a 
market on K street, between Fifth and 
Sixth, was found dead yesterday afternoon 
shortly after 3 o'clock, in his shop near the 
corner of Front and I streets. He was 
lying on his back in bed, with one leg rest­ 
ing on the floor. He was folly dressed, ex­ 
cept that bis coat and bat were off. 
On a small table at the foot of tbe bed 
was fonnd, among other articles, some 
canned asparagus. Part of the contents of 
tbe can bad been emptied into a saucer, 
and looked as if some one had been eating 
iL It was thought there might have been 
some poisonous substance in the asparagus 
which he had eaten, but Coroner Clark 
thinks that Cooper’s death was from natural 
causes. 
Cooper was seen around town about one 
hour before he was found dead, and was 
somewhat nnder the influence of liquor. 
Yesterday forenoon he went to the saloon 
of H. F. Diliman, adjoining his shop, and 
after taking a glass of wine gave over to 
Mr. Dillman the lease which his father had 
given him to the shop. He was somewhat 
intoxicated at that time. 
George Cooper, the father of the de­ 
ceased, with his wife and daughter, left for 
Scotland a couple of weeks ago, and it is 
said a sum of money was left with the ion, 
together with a lease of Fisherman’s Lake, 
the fish-nets and the shop in which he 
was fonnd dead. Deceased was a young 
man of fine address, when sober, and had 
received an excellent education at Edin­ 
burgh, Scotland. But he had apparently 
lost all control of himself, and for years 
past had led a reckless, dissipated life, 
causing his parents and other relatives 
great trouble and rendering it impossible 
for them to remain here loDgeras witnesses 
Ok bis profligacy and intemperance. 
In the room where Cooper’s body was 
fonnd was a fresh bottle of medicine. It 
had been filled yesterday, and the pre­ 
scription was given by Dr. Tyrrell. 
Deputy Coroner Clark took charge of the 
remains, and will hold an inquest thereon 
this evening. Various theories are afloat 
as to the cause of his death. Some think 
it was the resultof alcoholism, while others 
are of the opinion that he took poison of 
some kind. The fact that he was seen rid­ 
ing on his wagon an hour or so before he 
was found dead rather indicates that his 
death was caused by heart disease.

P u t Up th e M oney? 
The street sprinklers are very lavish with 
their favors these days, when the thorough­ 
fares require very little watering. They 
deluge a street with water, making it as 
muddy as in midwinter, and then leave it 
until the dnst forms again. It would seem 
to be the duty of somebody to see that the 
streets are properly sprinkled, and not give 
full swing to contractors who only desire to 
get tbe most money possible from the city 
with the least possible expense and exer­ 
tion. 
Just so long as people are content to pay 
high taxes for street sprinkling, and then 
tramp or drive alternately through clouds 
of dust and quagmires, without remon­ 
strance. just so long will the contractors 
ride over them rough shod. In other cities 
the authorities—with a view to giving the 
taxpayers good service for their money— 
prescribe the character of sprinklers that 
shall be nsed, and they see to it that any 
man who takes a contract to sprinkle the 
streets is not allowed to drive his wagon 
over a street but once or twice in a day and 
deluge it with water so that rubber boots 
are necessary to enable people to traverse a 
crossing. 
Also, in midsummer, very fine sprinklers 
are required to be used, and used frequently, 
so that tbe dust shall be laid and kept down 
in proper manner. 
People who tamely submit to tbe kind of 
abuses that are put upon them here by 
men whom they hire to do certain kinds of 
work for them, deserve all they get. They 
have the right to demand efficient service, 
and the power to enforce it. But they ap­ 
pear to lack the courage to open their 
mouths on tbe subject.
